Long blooming season and heavy production of flowers have made 
gerberas a good greenhouse item. It only takes a few flowers in a mixed 
bouquet to put it in the high quality class. Plant our strong divisions in deep 
benches or ground beds where there is good drainage; plenty of sand and 
peat. Keep the soil slightly alkaline with lime. Water thoroughly each time 
but allow the soil to dry out between waterings. Small quantities may be 
planted in deep lily boxes which may be brought outside in warm weather 
or in milder climates, the divisions may be planted outside after the danger 
of frost is over and the clumps brought in to the greenhouse before frost in 
the fall. Night temperatures should be about 50-55 degrees. You will find 
over a year period that your planting of gerberas will have paid you well 
per square foot.

It was not given any special attention but the growth 
far exceeded all other varieties, there being 10 to 12 flower stems per plant, 
all well flowered and making a height of 2¥2 to 3¥2 feet. The flowers began 
to show color December 10th, but were not ready to cut until December 20th, 
just as this photograph indicates. By pinching back even later, as is possible, 
maturity can be made later if desired. Last year we had equally good crop 
coming the 10th of January.

CAMELLIA CULTURE 


Camellias are one of the most popular items for corsage work, and 
rightly so for their beauty is almost unsurpassed. They make up easily, and 
are easily grown. Every establishment should have plantings of its own 
from which to cut; they are heavy producers and bloom consistently each 
year, beginning before Christmas and carrying through until March or April. 
In order that you may have the best results with our plants we make a 
practice of shipping in spring just before the buds appear. You may be sure 
of good bloom the first season and every year for a long period. When our 
plants are received they should immediately be repotted or planted in 
benches, using light soil with about half acid peat. The peat helps to main- 
tain the slightly acid condition necessary for their good health. After bloom- 
ing they may be given some heat to force growth, but should be kept as cool 
as possible and shaded throughout the summer. If they are in containers 
they may be moved outside to a cool place, and the pots plunged. When 
buds are set they should be kept in a cool house where the night temperature 
does not exceed 50 degrees. Commercial fertilizers are the best, cotton seed 
meal being one of the most commonly used.
